Cox said he could not envision any 
circumstance in which the high 
court would not make a definitive 
judgment in the case if called on to 
do so. 
“Our history has been one of our 
P r e s i d e n t s

constitutional 
decisions 
of

courts,” Cox said. “ I don’t assume 
this President will do anything 
different than his predecessors.” 
Cox told a news conference that a 
Supreme Court decision on what 
Sen. Howard H. Baker, R-Tenn., 
Senate Watergate Committee vice 
chairman, calls “ a historic conflict” 
would be the quickest way to resolve 
the matter. 
He refused to concede that the 
court might render a judgment that 
would simply tell the President 
what his obligations were without 
saying 
specifically 
whether 
to 
surrender the tapes to investigators. 
“ Almost surely that would never 
happen,” Cox said. He said he could 
not “ think of the court ever telling 
people what they ought to do” rather 
than what they had to do.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Melvin R Laird, the former defense secretary, 
says he ordered the clandestine bombing of Cambodia but did not authorize 
falsification of the records of the raids 
Laird, now an adviser to President Nixon, described his role in the 1969-70 
bombing campaign at a White House news conference Thursday He said 
President Nixon approved the raids and that they were kept secret because 
of a diplomatically sensitive situation. 
The secret bombing campaign was revealed last week It involved more 
than 3,600 sorties flown by American planes against targets in Cambodia 
during the 14 months before U.S. ground troops were sent into the Indochina 
nation in the spring of 1970 At the time, Cambodia was officially neutral, 
but the Vietnamese Communists maintained large base camps along 
Cambodia’s border with South Vietnam

billion. 
Officials attributed the 
smaller deficit for the fiscal 
year ending June 30 than 
had been expected to two 
factors: 
—The inflationary boom 
of

economy,

brought in more revenue 
than had been expected.

government took in $7.2 
billion more than had been 
expected 
—Government receipts in 
the last fiscal year were 
$232.2 billion. Outlays were

The Certificated Employe Council, 
CEC, authoritative representative of 
teachers has reportedly reached a 
tentative agreement on salaries in 
negotiations with the school board. 
The agreement was hammered out 
this week by the CEC and Assistant 
Supt. Alice Milligan. It must now be 
approved 
by 
the 
teachers’ 
representative council that will not 
meet until about the last week in 
August. 
Terms of the agreement were 
sketchy today because Mrs. Milligan 
left for vacation immediately after 
conclusion of the action which was 
worked out in private session. It was 
learned reliably however, that the top 
teacher salary with a masters degree 
has been increased to about $16,000 or 
double the new starting salary that 
was believed to be about $7,900 a 


year — in either case the total 
package represents approximately a 
4.5 per cent increase. 
There was also a reported increase 
in some of the fringe benefits. 
The agreement ends an impasse 
that existed since before the end of 
fiscal year, and came about after 
Mrs. Milligan announced it was her 
intention to “negotitate around the 
clock’’ to come up with a solution. 
Classified school employes have 
already agreed to a 5.5 per cent 
increase figure that includes a 4.5 per 
cent wage increase and fringe benefit 
increases 
that 
account 
for 
the 
balance. 
However, the classified employes 
have 
included 
their 
standard 
declaration that they are to get no 
less a percentage increase than the 
one finally worked out for teachers.

The Local Agency Formation Commission, by a 4-0 vote 
Thursday, turned down the bid of the County Special 
Districts Assn. for a two-member representation on the 
commissiori. 
For special district representatives, it was a bitter blow, 
following 
rejection of the association last year for 
membership on the County-Cities Area Planning Council 
Commission 
chairman 
R. 
Lockwood 
Tower, 
of 
Montecito, said he felt it wasn’t a good idea to add two 
special district representatives to the current five-man 
commission made up of representatives of city and county 
governments. 
Tower declared he felt special district members on the 
commission “ wouldn’t be as independent in voting” as 
com missioners representing city and county government. 
Mayor David Shiffman, of Santa Barbara, declared he 
felt special districts were represented indirectly by county 
government spokesmen on the commission. 
Also voting aginst the special district plan were 
commissioner Ray Seider, of Carpinteria, and alternate 
member Frank J. Frost, First District Supervisor. 
Arthur Henzel, attorney representing the special districts 
association and Goleta Sanitary District, said he felt the 
association would be cool to the com m ission’s proposal for 
setting up a special districts com m ittee to work with the 
commission. 
Henzel said the area planning council put the special 
districts on an advisory council “and then ignored them. ” 
Henzel and Robert Jones, also an attorney for several 
special districts on the South Coast, claimed that most 
actions of the commission involved special districts one 
way or another. 
Valuable input could be provided affecting special 
district matters if the districts had full voting powers, it 
was claimed. 
It was Mayor Shiftman's plan to have the districts set up 
an advisory com m ittee to work with the commission. 
“ I’m afraid the districts won't be terribly receptive to 
that,” commented Henzel at the end of the hearing

Unearned benefits 


The pertinacity of the national guardsmen in seeking to 
piggy back on benefits voted by the people to war veterans 
is amazing but not amusing to the veterans 
Under 
the 
guise 
of 
seeking 
ways 
to 
encourage 
enlistments 
in 
the 
guard, 
a 
group of 
professional 
guardsmen have been actively engaged, for the past 
several years, in finding a way to feather their own nests by 
horning in on the Veterans Farm and Home Loan Program 
This is the program which makes low interest, long term 
mortgage loans to bona fide California veterans 
The program, momentarily under fire from legislators 
for some shortcomings in management, has been an 
outstanding method of rewarding the state’s war heroes at 
no expense to the general fund 
While many states voted bonuses to the veterans at a cost 
to the taxpayers. California established the home loan 
program way back in 1922 
During its fifty years of 
operation it has enabled thousands of veterans to settle 
down in their chosen communities and become responsible 
home owners. 
But the program was instituted and has always been 
maintained as one for California war veterans only The 
philosophy was that it was the veterans who needed help, 
not those who stayed at home It was limited to California 
veterans primarily because those from other states 
presumably had received bonus payments from their home 
states. 
National 
guardsmen, 
excepting 
those 
who 
were 
federalized during WW II, have not served in any war. In 
fact, in recent years, its ranks have been filled with those 
who joined to avoid military was service. But for their 
affiliation with the guard they might well have been 
inducted into the army or marines and experienced battles 
in Vietnam 
Two years ago the guardsmen attempted to gain passage 
of a measure making them eligible for the veteran home 
loans. It was strongly opposed by the veterans and the 
Department of Veteran Affairs which administers the 
home loan program 
At that time Director Frank Nicol stated. “They could 
easily create their own program with their own revenue 
bonds. We would be glad to assist them and even administer 
the program for them We just feel their present approach 
is wrong and grossly unfair to the war veterans ” 
One of the reasons Nicol thought it unfair was that funds 
were insufficient to accommodate all of the veterans who 
had applied for loans. Since then the funds have become 
available but the program is still behind in processing 
applications. To open the door to non veterans would create 
a further backlog and would also drain the funds and 
deprive Vietnam veterans of loans 
This has not deterred the national guard group who 
selfishly want to deal themselves into veteran benefits 
which they haven't earned. Having failed to achieve their 
means by a direct attack, they now have devised a 
sneaker 
in AB 2426 which craftily amends the definition 
of 
veteran.’ Their version would include any guardsman 
who had served for six years. 
That provision of six years service reveals the purpose is 
not really to encourage enlistments but to benefit the

Highest paid labor leaders 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Labor Department has an­ 
swered the question: Who is the highest paid labor leader in 
the United States? 
He is Frank E. Fitzsimmons, the president of the 2- 
million-member Teamsters Union, who drew $125,000 last 
year, plus $6,481 in expense allowances. 
The second highest paid labor leader is Murray W Miller, 
the Teamsters’ secretary-treasurer, who is paid $100,973 
with $13,255 in allowances. 
The Labor Department issued a list of union leaders’ 
salaries Wednesday. 
It showed that some leaders of small unions are highly 
paid while some leaders of large unions are modestly 
compensated. 
The recently retired Joseph Curran, president of the 
30,000 to 40.000-member National Maritime Union, drew 
$85,257 in salary’ and allowances and expenses of $6,835 
In contrast. Peter Bommarito, president of the 216,000- 
member Rubber Workers Union, drew only $25,000 plus 
expenses of $6,041 in 1972. 
Leonard Woodcock, president of the economically 
powerful United Auto Workers, which has 1.4 million 
members, was paid $38,134 plus expenses of $9,315. 
The only other union official to receive as much as 
$100,000 a year was President Hunter P. Wharton of the 
400,000-member Operating Engineers, who was paid $80.833 
and drew allowances of $22,200 
President C.L. Dennis of the 300.000-member Railway 
and Airline Clerks received $70,000 salary and $21,068 
expenses.

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15. The Volley (I) 


The word volley means the 
flight of the tennis ball or its 
course before striking the 
ground. A "volley” is also a 
return of the ball before it 
touches the ground. 


Every player, sooner or lat­ 
er, finds himself in a fast ex­ 
change with 
no time to 
change to forehand or back­ 
hand, and therefore the same 
grip must be used on both 
sides. This grip, which can be 
called the Continental or the 
Eastern backhand, should be 
learned as soon as possible. 


The proper position for the 
volley is halfway between the 
service line and the net. The 
player will not stroke the ball; 
he will punch it. There is no 
backswing as in a ground- 
stroke. The volley starts just 
at the side of the body and it 
very much resembles a box­ 
ing jab. 


The beginner should step 
toward the ball just before the 
hit. If the ball is coming to his 
forehand, he steps forward 
and sideways with his left 
foot. On the backhand, he 


steps forward (and sideways) 
with his right foot. 


Readiness, balance and a 
short punch are keys to a 
good volley.

entrenched, insecure politician. 
It would appear that politicians of all 
rank and file will have to fight back to 
protect their honest image, if they had any 
at all. 
As one bit of advice, we would call upon 


all of the State legislators when they 
reconvene 
after 
their

summer 
vacation to immediately take action to 
invalidate that ripoff of the taxpayer the 
one cent sales tax increase which became 
effective in July. 
Another 
bit 
of 
advice 
for 
the 
opportunistic politician to preserve the 
honest image: quit running for another 
office while you are in an office. It is our 
contention that more time is spent by 
some politicians jockeying for positions 
than in serving the public. 
We are certain that every taxpayer 
could offer some logical advice to his 
representative for the preservation of his 
image and the list would be long. 
It is our hope that some good can come 
from Watergate — a hope that a politician 
will learn from the lessons. A hope that the 
political profession will become, someday, 
an honorable and respected profession.

Republican defendants are moving 
to delay trial of the suit and in the 
meantime the list is sealed with a 
strict injunction that its disclosure 
would be in contempt of court.

found Common Cause. 
His critics dism iss him as a do- 


gooder, 
with 
the 
Republicans 
accusing him of being a covert ally 
of the Dem ocratic party. But do- 
gooders, whether that is used as a 
term 
of 
opprobrium or 
m erely 
descriptive, have helped to make 
A m erican 
history 
sin ce 
the 
beginning of the republic. In his 
academ ic 
excellen ce 
Gardner 
eloquently sets the hallmarks for 
wise and enlightened conduct in 
public and private life. 
Soft-spoken, 
with 
none of the 
outward 
aggressiveness 
of 
the 
crusader, Gardner in a half-dozen 
fields is proof that good guys can 
win. He som etim es appears like 
Charlie 
Brown 
in 
“ Peanuts,” 
bearing the woes of the world or at 
least the woes of his ball team on his 
shoulders. But in his own quiet way 
he is a tough, unrelenting fighter for 
what he believes to be the right. 
A fair criticism of Common Cause 
is that it is largely confined to the 
middle and upper middle, with no 
roots in the m ass of the voters. The 
total 
membership is just under 
225,000. This means the influence it 
can 
exert 
is 
limited. 
Yet 
the 
members are highly articulate men 
and women who believe they can 
promote 
the 
good 
not 
just 
of 
them selves but the common cause 
of all Americans.

Can you honestly believe that we 
as taxpayers are paying for the 
development of what can only be 
called a robot? 
It is true. The U.S. Department of 
Defense has granted a $3 million 
contract to Stanford University for 
its, 
now 
get 
this, 
“artificial 
intelligence project.” We can just 
hear the boys at Cal wondering how 
things are going 
with artificial 
intelligence on The Farm. 
B a s ic a lly , 
th e 
a r t if ic i a l 
intelligence project is designed to 
teach computers to perform human 
tasks. Such as driving cars and 
buildings houses, for instance. 
Main 
center 
of 
interest 
currently 
at 
the 
Stanford 
laboratory 
is 
a 
highly sophisticated 
m ech an ical 
arm 
that can distinguish 
on 
its 
own 
the 
specific 
sizes and 
weights of various 
objects. It is built 
much 
like 
the 
human 
arm, 
with 
considerable 
m obility 
sense of touch in its hand. 
and 


The arm has in computer terms 


been 
programmed 
to 
perform 
mechanical assembly functions, 
a 
capability 
that 
has 
“ infinite” 
applications in industry, according 
to 
the 
laboratory’s 
executive 
director, Lester Earnest. 


Frankly, 
we 
think 
the 
whole 
project is a bit scary. If a “thing” 
can be programmed to perform 
mechanical 
assembly 
functions 
what, for example, would happen to 
carpenters? 
Or 
bricklayers? 
Or 
fence builders? Or any occupation 
where a mechanical function is a 
main part of the job? 


The 
robotic 
research 
has 
a 
primary goal of infusing “common 
sense reasoning abilities into the 
com puter” and its long range goal is 
one 
of 
“ being 
able 
to 
make 
computers do 
useful 
work 
that 
involves seeing the outside world 
and manipulating it.” Now if that 
isn’t downright scary, we don’t 
know what is. 


The 
executives 
of 
the 
new 
program do acknowledge, however, 
that there will be need for effective 
control 
over the extent of the 
computer intelligence. We would 
hope so. They say that basically they 
only want to improve the quality of 
life and not just create an exotic 
labor saving device.

Americans watch it or read about it 
everyday. The Shell No-Pest Strip is 
being 
heavily advertised 
in the 
summer season as an effective and 
harmless insecticide “ when used as 
d ir e c t e d .” 
F ro m 
w o m e n ’s 
magazines to the “ Today” show 
(where Barbara Walters touts it), 
the No-Pest Strip is shown as the 
hom em aker’s answer to flies and 
other flying insects. 
But 
the 
people 
and 
Barbara 
Walters are not getting the full story 
from Shell. Against this barrage of 
mass advertising, the rating by 
Consumer Reports last August, that 
the Shell No-Pest Strip and two 
other 
lesser-selling 
brands were 
“ too hazardous for household use,” 
reached far fewer consumers. 
What 
Consumer 
Reports and other 
technical critics are 
concerned about is 
that 
the 
vapor 
em itted 
by 
these 
No-Pest Strips to go 
after 
insects also 
presents 
risks 
to 
humans which must 
not be ignored. 


When 
Shell 
subm itted 
this 
in s e c t ic id e 
to 
th e 
fe d e r a l 
government for registration over a 
decade ago, officials of the Public 
Health 
Service 
objected. 
They 
started that people should not be 
continuously inhaling a vapor in 
their homes which is toxic enough to 
kill insects, unless there was a 
strong countervailing benefit. They 
did not believe that reducing the 
number of 
in-house flies, which 
could be done in far more safe and 
sanitary ways (including prevention 
of entryi, could ever justify such 
hazards and other unknown risks. 
Shell lobbied hard and obtained a 
government 
registration 
amidst 
controversy and charges of conflict 
of 
interest. 
In 
1970 
the 
FDA 
mustered the courage to require 
Shell to add the following warning to 
the 
label: 
“ Not 
to be used 
in 


nurseries or rooms where infants, 
ill, or aged people are confined.” 
Also required is a caution that the 
Strip is not to be used where food is 
prepared or consumed. 
Yet Shell’s current TV ads do not 
spell out these warnings and in fact 
encourage people to disregard them. 
One ad shows a housewife hanging 
up a Strip in a home nursery where 
small children are playing. Shell 
a ls o 
h a s 
b een 
s in g u la r ly 
unconcerned that its products are 
being used in restaurant and home 
kitchens 
where food 
is directly 
exposed to the vapor. 
Dr. 
Samuel 
Epstein 
of 
Case 
Western 
Reserve 
University 
in 
C leveland 
b eliev es 
that 
the 
concentrations of vapor (technically 
from Dichlorvos (DDVP) and other 
related compounds which make up 
the No-Pest Strip) in hot, poorly 
ventilated rooms can exceed the 
lim its 
set 
for 
worker 
safety 
standards. In his thorough analysis 
of 
the 
scientific 
literature, 
he 
reports studies showing effects of 
these vaporized chem icals to be 
adverse to nervous system s and 
genetic 
m aterial 
as 
well 
as 
presenting 
hazards 
to 
unborn 
fetuses and cancerous risks. He also 
cites reports of people complaining 
of headaches, abdominal cramps 
and nausea following use of the 
Strip. Although the Strip is harmful 
if it touches the skin, the product 
bears no such warning. 


A British publication, The New 
Scientist, 
reported 
more serious 
effects on household pels such as 
caged birds, goldfish and lizards. 
Shell’s 
strategy 
is 
predictably 
irresponsible 
if not 
worse. 
The 
company knows that every year the 
No-Pest Strip stays on the market is 
another year of great profits. So its 
policy is to delay by shifting the 
burden on proof on others to show 
that 
the 
Strip 
is 
conclusively 
dangerous.
